Always a Lady presents moments in the life of General Dwight D. Eisenhower’s lady from 
their 1916 San Antonio courtship through his eight-year presidency. Mamie recounts events 
along the way: the death of the couple's beloved first son; Mamie’s attempts to create homes 
in 38 different military posts; her triumph over the “other woman” rumors emanating from 
Ike’s World War II duty in Europe; the origin of the famous “Mamie bangs” and other fashion 
trends she inspired. 


Always a Lady ultimately illuminates the First Lady, five decades of change in America, and 
the man alongside the lady: Ike as only Mamie knew him. 


Kay Kuhlmann recently wrote and directed I Have Stood at the Open Door presented in the re- 
stored Stach School on the museum grounds in Topeka. She is a Ph.D candidate in the Theatre 
Department at the University of Kansas and completed M.A. work at the University of Mis- 
souri, Kansas City.
